Tackleton, who follows him to see whether his wedding-cake has arrived. The latter 
makes himself, as usual, very unpleasant. After their departure, Dot invites the 
“unknown ” to remain until he is “called for,” and John somewhat reluctantly agrees to 
the proposal. Their guest retires for the night, and the loving couple sit down by the 
fire-side. The Crickets begin to chirp, the fairies re-appear, and the curtain falls on a 
picture of domestic happiness and contentment. 


AG ET, 


Caleb and his blind daughter Bertha are discovered surrounded by the cheap toys 
upon which they are at work. The old man has always kept the knowledge of his extreme 
poverty, the bareness of his dwelling, from the girl, who believes their employer to be a 
generous and lovable man, in spite of his gruff manners. 


According to their annual custom, Dot and John arrive, with Tilly Slowboy, the baby, 
and a large hamper of provisions, to “ celebrate their wedding-day” in Caleb’s house. May 
Fielding’s marriage to Tackleton is casually spoken of, to the astonishment of the blind 
girl, who has come to regard him with more than friendly feelings. They all retire, and 
Tackleton enters with his betrothed, followed, anon, by the “unknown” and John, all of 
whom have been invited to share the good cheer.

While at table Caleb sings his favourite drinking-song. Edward, hardly able to 
repress his ill-humour, follows with another ditty, and forgets that he has pretended to be 
stone-deaf. Tackleton’s suspicions are now thoroughly awakened. “More singing ! 
more!” John proposes the health of “Bridegroom and Bride,” and Edward, no longer 
able to restrain himself, sings a bitter song of mock-congratulation, “ December and 
Sweet May,” which causes much consternation. Dot and Edward slip quietly out, and 
are presently seen, in consultation, at a window of the adjacent Toy warehouse. Most 
effectively the mischievous Tackleton points out the figures to the Carrier, whose mind 
is now completely poisoned, and the merry supper party breaks up. John is in the 
depths of jealous despair; Tackleton is triumphant; while old Caleb, in total ignorance 
of the intrigue and partly ina maundering condition, continues to troll out his interminable

Mipnicut.—The fairies have re-assembled in Peerybingle’s home, and their Queen, 
foreseeing danger, decides to remain to “ teach man’s heart, by love or fear.” 

Dot, Edward, and John return from the supper, and after saying “Good-night” the 
latter is left alone. Melodrama.—He broods over the imaginary treachery of his wife, 
and, after a time, works himself up into a frenzy of jealousy. Seizing a gun, he rushes 
to Edward’s door with the intention of breaking in upon him. But after a silence, during 
which he stands irresolute, the kindly cricket’s chirping recalls him to his senses. He sits 
down disconsolately at the table, and presently falls into a deep slumber. 

The Cricket-fairy now returns, and shows him a vision of his young wife, singing the 
while of her innocence. 

At cock-crow the fairies quickly disappear, and John awakes a changed man. 
Break of dawn and John’s morning hymn of thankfulness to God for having been saved 
from committing a crime. 

Tackleton enters in the hope of learning the results of his mischief, but John turns 
fiercely upon him, declaring his firm belief in Dot. ‘They retire. Dot has heard all, and 
breaks into a song of joy. Caleb and Bertha now come in, and Dot gradually breaks the 
news of Edward’s return. A song is heard outside, and Edward enters singing, “Tt’s my 
boy from the Golden South Americas!” He and May have just been married. When 
all has been explained to John, Tackleton, beaten and tamed, offers the use of his own 
wedding-cake, and is about to leave, but eventually accepts the situation and a hearty 
invitation to remain with the happy families. 


The curtain descends upon an impromptu Country-Dance in which all take part 


boisterously.

Synopsis.

Princess NATALIA has given up a fine estate to her son Voldemar, who comes to take 
possession, bringing with him his brother Ivan. In the joy of home-coming he promises 
Ivan that he will give him whatever gift he shall ask on the morrow. That night, as the 
serfs make merry before their new master, Ivan claims from his brother the serf Nadeshda. 
Voldemar, who had himself from the first been enchanted by the innocence and beauty of 
the girl, there and then declares her free, that she may not be his to give on the next day. 
Ivan insults his brother, who drives him from the castle. 


Ivan sends a letter to the Princess, his mother, telling her that Voldemar loves a serf, 
and that, if she would save the honour of their house, she must meet him where his 
messenger will lead her. The messenger is the serf, Ostap, who also loves Nadeshda, and 
the place of meeting is close to Nadeshda’s cottage. There Ivan meets the Princess and 
tells her that to please this serf-girl Voldemar has driven him from their home. The 
Princess orders her armed servants to drag out the girl ; Ostap, after vain prayers, flies to 
find Voldemar, who comes in time to save Nadeshda from the knout. Stung by his 
mother’s taunts he swears to marry the girl on that night, and when the Princess and Ivan 
have gone, he too goes to seeall things ready for the marriage. Then Ivan steals back to 
Nadeshda alone and tries to make her fly with him; she breaks from him; he follows, and 
comes face to face with Ostap, who stabs him and then kills himself. 


At the very hour of the marriage the Princess asks to speak with Nadeshda alone, 
and at Nadeshda’s prayer Voldemar yields. The Princess then shows the girl a paper, 
which the Empress has given to her, and on which she may write whose name she will 
and make him a beggar and an exile. If Nadeshda will marry Voldemar she will write 
his name there. Nadeshda asks that her name may be written instead ; rather than ruin 
Voldemar she will see him no more. 


As she prepares to go, Voldemar unquiet rushes in; and the Princess is forced to 
tell him of the girl’s resolve. Voldemar chooses to go with his bride; the Princess 
declares them beggars, and that land and all shall be for her only son Ivan ; they bring in 
the dying Ivan and lay him at her feet. Ivan confesses, and dies. The Princess, 
overwhelmed with remorse, begs forgiveness from Voldemar and Nadeshda.
